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NATIONAL EGG MARKET AT-A-GLANCE
Prices were unchanged in Chicago and New York.  In most other locations, prices were lower on all sizes.  The market
tone was about steady entering the holiday week.  Demand was light to moderate, at times good where features were
a factor.  Supplies were sufficient to occasionally ample for trade needs.  Breaking stock demand was light for fully
adequate to ample offerings.  Light type hens were fully sufficient to ample for reduced slaughter schedules.

SOUTHERN  In Atlanta and Florida, prices were lower on all
sizes.  The market tone was about steady.  Demand was mostly
light to moderate.  Supplies were adequate to available for trade
needs.  The average price on Grade A or better white cartoned
large eggs delivered to volume buyers in the Southern region for
the week ending June 28, 2002 was 62.42 cents, which was
0.83 cents less than a week earlier, but 6.02 cents more than
last year.  Breaking stock offerings were fully adequate to ample
for the fair demand.  Light type fowl were fully sufficient to ample
for reduced processing schedules.
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NORTH ATLANTIC  In Philadelphia, prices were unchanged to 4
cents lower on the larger sizes and unchanged to 1.5 cents lower
on mediums; in Boston, prices were unchanged to 4 cents lower
on the larger sizes and unchanged to 1 cent lower on mediums,
when based on previous week average pricing.  In New England,
prices were unchanged.  The market tone was about steady.
Demand ranged light to moderate.  Supplies were adequate to
available.  Breaking stock offerings were fully adequate to ample
for the fair demand.  Light type fowl were fully sufficient to ample
for processing requirements.

NEW YORK  Prices were unchanged on all sizes.  The market
tone was about steady entering the holiday week.  Retail
demand ranged light to moderate.  Supplies were fully
adequate to ample for present needs.

WESTERN  Prices 3-4 cents lower on jumbo, 5-6 cents lower on
extra large and large, and 3-4 cents lower on medium.  The
Pacific region inventory was 5% higher than last Monday with
California unchanged and Oregon-Washington-Utah up 16%.
Retailer demand mainly moderate.  Offerings ample.

MIDWEST  Prices in Detroit and major Ohio and Wisconsin cities
were down 5 cents for the larger sizes, 3 cents lower for medium
and unchanged for small.  Prices to producers in Iowa-Minne-
sota-Wisconsin were unchanged.  Trade sentiment was about
steady.  Retail demand was moderate to at times fairly good.
Food service movement was mostly moderate.  Supplies were
adequate to available with jumbos reported as tight in some
areas.  Central states breaking stock prices were unchanged.
Offerings were ample.  Demand was light and unaggressive as
breakers refused outside loads.  Floor stocks fully adequate to
ample and building.  Schedules mixed.  Trade sentiment cau-
tiously steady.

CHICAGO  Prices for all sizes unchanged.  The trade sentiment
was barely steady to weak.  Retail and food service demand was
light to moderate and best where features are a factor.  Supplies
available.

CALIFORNIA  Prices 3 cents lower on jumbo, 5 cents lower on
extra large and large, and 3 cents lower on medium and small.
The California inventory was unchanged from last Monday.
Retailer demand improved to mainly moderate.  Offerings
ample. Small benchmark price 52. Ads in Northern California:
major- large 18 pack 99-188, buy 1 get 1 free; smaller outlets-
large dozen 119-149.  California Egg Marketing Association
and other marketers benchmark price for negotiated egg sales
of USDA Grade AA and Grade AA in cartons, cents per dozen.
